Wentworth, N. C., February 18.— 


(P)—Laying the crime to her mother, 
who now dead, Mrs. Alma Petty 
Gatlin, on trial for the murder of 
her father, Smith T. Petty, admitted 
to a jury today that while trying to 
get some information as to the prob- 
able fate of her mother’s soul, she 
told the Rev. Thomas F. Pardue she 
herself was the murderess. 

Mrs. Gatlin said her mother killed 
Smith IT. Petty with an ax last Jan- 
uary 10, while he was drunk and 
trying to cut her throat following a 
night of terror during which he re- 
peatedly threatened to wipe out the 
whole family. Woodrow Petty, 16, 
who,.Mrs. Gatlin declared, was pres- 
ent when the slaying occurred, took 
the stand to corroborate his sister's 
story of the crime. 

Mother Never Confessed. 

Binding the family to secrecy, the 
mother died the following March with- 
out confessing or allowing the story 
to be told, Mrs. Gatlin declared, al- 
though she said she insisted to her 
mother’s dying moment that she ought 
to confess and not leave them “with 
this trouble on our hands.” 

The Rev. Mr. Pardue, who Wednes- 
day related to the jury that Mrs. 
Gatlin had confessed the slaying to 
him in detail, broke faith with her 
despite he had sworn on a Bible over 
his heart that he would never mention 
it, said the defendant. 

While Mrs. Gatlin told her story, 
the minister was crouched just out- 
side the railing and directly behind 
the prosecution table. She looked 
him squarely in the eye, and his gaze 
in return never left the figure in 
the witness chair. 

“See if what I say is not the truth, 
Mr. Pardue,” she hurled at him as a

Down, down like a plummet, it fell, 
then crashed with a tremendous up- 
heaval of wreckage, against the cor- 
nice of the Person Drug store, from 
which it dropped sheer to the street.

selling them on the market may ply their professional trade without 
revenue to the state.

Rules Committee Adopts 
Policy of Minimum Tink- 
ering With Rules. |

New York, February 18.—(4)—The 

widely advocated policy of a minimum 
of tinkering with the feotball playing 
code appears to have been adopted 
by the national rules corimittee. 

With the long period of shifting 
regulations, experimentation and. bal- 
ancing of offensive and defensive fea- 
tures at an end the committee now 
Jooks forward, starting in 1928, to 
an era of stabilizing and standardizing 
the game. Most of the committee's en- 
ergies for the next year will be con- 
centrated on recodifying and rewrit- 
ing the existing rules rather than cast- 
ing about for further changes. 

This policy not only is expected to 
meet with the widespread indorsement 
of coaches and officials but also with 
the general approval of gridiron fan- 
dom which has hecome dizzy in recent 
years keeping step with the changes. 

This is not to mention the pats 
themselves who, in the opinion of

The features, the expression, the poise 
all are ideal rather than human. And 
the mind behind the face is too quies- 
cent, too passive for the man who led 


our armies to victory and molded a, 


nation out of the chaos of revolution.

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The picture even lacks the strength 
of the artist’s best work. 

The next generation will probably 
smile at us for having thought this 
portrait a faithful representation of 
our zreatest hero. Until recently the 
“Athenaeum” face was so utterly ac- 
cepied as the perfect likeness, that 
should Washington have risen from 
his grave and not resembled this 
painting he probably would have been 
stoned as an imposter. Today the 
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chief authorities give this picture se¢- 
ond place, or third, or even fourth. 
Their opinion is being put into the 
textbooks, and, as a result, the next 
generation will probably prefer quite 
a different characterization of the Fa- 
ther of His Country. 

Toward which picture may we 
turn? Certainly not to Stuart’s ta- 
mous ‘“‘Lansdowne’’ presentment, 
which shows Washington at full 
length.

fessor Channing, of Harvard, ‘“‘that in 
the ‘Lansdowne Washington,’ the arm 
and hand were painted from Stuart’s 
own, and his boarding house keeper, 
a man named Smith, posed for the 
body and the legs. 

So first place apparently is being 
given to the “Vaughan Washington,” 
so called because it was commissioned 
by an Englishman of that name. It is 
Stuart’s earliest portrait of the Presi- 
dent. Today it adorns the private col- 
lection of Thomas B. Clark, of New 
York city. 

The original “Vaughan” painting 
was sketched from life when Wash- 
ington was sixty-three years old— 
four years before his death. It is a 
superb work of art, a noble repre- 
sentation of a noble man. The face 
reveals depth of mind, gentility of 
breeding, strength, will power, a sense 
of humor and a rare gift of under- 
standing other men. Above every- 
thing else it is human. Dressed in his 
presidential coat of black velvet, with 
a full neck-cloth and a ruffled shirt, 
the man within this frame seems al- 
most vibrant with life. His_ hair, 
which was sandy and rather thin is 
here powdered in the fashion of the 
day and tied with a black queue bow. 

How did it happen that in this por- 
trait Stuart painted a good likeness of 
Washington, while in the “Athen- 
aeum” picture the resemblance is 
doubtful ? 

Because the artist’s 
ferent. 

In the “Athenaeum” picture Stu- 
art wished to idealize a hero. The 
motive is self-evident. In the 
“Vaughan” portrait Stuart was con- 
cerned only with catching the real 
man on Canvas. 


Stuart had studied painting in Eng- 
land under the best teachers there. He 
had built up an enviable patronage in 
England and Ireland. But this suc- 
cess he sacrificed, abandoned, in or- 
der to come to America expressly to 
paint George Washington. In 1795 
the president gave him a sitting. The 
artist had no assurance that he would 
ever see the great man again. This 
face he had wanted to paint more 
than he had wanted to paint any face 
on earth. Here was his chance. He 
was at the time the most competent 
painter in America, and he gave to 
his task the best art of which he was 
capable. He had no time to work up 
an interpretation of the features. It 
was his opportunity to catch the man 
himself on canvas. And he made the 
best of his opportunity. 

Washington sat that morning to 
three artists—to Stuart, to Charles 
Peale and to Young Rembrandt Peale. 
These three pictures still exist and 
they are quite different. Each artist 
painted the president as he saw him. 
~What is the result? Young Rem- 
brandt Peale’s picture is the portrait 
of a magnificent old grandfather. 
Charles Peale portrayed the general 
with whom he had fought, making 
him a quiet old soldier with pig-eves. 
Stuart painted an aristocrat who be- 
lieved heart and soul in democracy, 
the most. distinguished ‘character 
America had produced. 

All three pictures, indeed, all por- 
traits of Washington painted after his 
inauguration—show the strong, de- 
cisive, muscular jaw and stern mouth 
by which we think of him. He was 
not born with that sort of jaw and 
mouth. Nor were they the natural 
result of making many firm decisions. 
They were the outward and visible 
change that came from using a bulky 
set of false teeth. 

Washington was to his contempo- 
raries more than a general and a 
president. He was the idol of his day. 
Every artist in the land was begging 
him for sittings. But as he was not 


aim was dif- 


vain about his looks he: denied as 
many of these requests as he could. 

The artists whom he evaded were 
not to be outdone. They painted 


some man’s face on canvas and called 


‘“The 


it “fhe First President,’’ or 
Commander-in-Chief,’’ or ‘“The Hero 
of America,’ and sold it as a genu- 
ine likeness.. Such fictitious portraits 
—and there were many of them— 
amused Washington. Of one he 


wrote: ‘Mr. Campbell, whom I never 


saw to my. knowledge, has made a 
very formidable tigure of the com- 
mander-in-chief, giving him a suffi- 
cient portion of terror in his counte- 
nance.”’ 

As Washington’s years advanced 
and men began more and more to 
realize his immortal place in history, 
every one clamored for a portrait of 
him. His friends, his political asso- 
ciates, his admirers abroad and the 
generals who had served under him, 
each wanied ? portrait. 

These demands became so numer- 
ous almost to persecution. Even be- 
fore he had been made president he 
was weary with much posing, and 
wrote quaintly to a friend: “In for a 
penny, in for a pound,’ is an old ad- 
age. Iam so hackneyed to the touch 
of a painter’s pencil that | am now 
altogether at their beck and sit like 
‘Patience on a monument’ while they 
are delineating the lines of my face.” 
A drayhorse, he said, never moved 
more ploddingly to the dray than he 
to the painter’s platform. 

The earlier portraits were for his 
wife and for those associates, like 
Lafayette, who were closest to him. 
Before he was president he had made 


at least seven artists famous by sit- 
ting to them. These were, in chron- 
Ological order, Charles Peale, Du 
Simitiere, Dunlap, Wright, Pine, 
Houdon and James Peale. After the 
inauguration he was deluged with 
portraitists. Of these the most distin- 
guished included Trumbull, Savage, 
the Robertsons, Field, Sharples, Wil- 
hams (who was so fierce a realist 
that he covered the president’s face 
with pock marks.) Rembrandt Peale 
and Stuart. And each of these numer- 
ous life portraits is different. 

Many of these men made consid- 
erable sums by selling copies of their 
Original portraits. Stuart was the 
most frequent copyist—a hundred re- 
plicas by him is a small estimate. Stu- 
art even sent Washington a replica 
of the ‘‘Athenaeum”’ picture and kept 
the original in his’ studio, making 
copies from it until his death. 

Today Washington is still so well 
loved that an authentic Stuart, even 
though it be a copy, is very valuable. 
Secretary Mellon possessed a splendid 
version of the “Vaughan” type. The 
late Henry Clay Frick is said to have 
paid $100,000 for a ‘‘Vaughan”’ re- 
plica now in the Frick Museum. For 
Williams’ portrait showing the pock 
marks the late John Wannamaker of- 
fered $100,000 and was refused by 
the owners, the .lexandria Lodge of 
Masons in Virginia. 

Artists st‘ll receive commissions for 
portraits of the Father of His Coun- 
try. Of these the most recent are the 
mural by Wilford Conrow for the 
George Washington Life Insurance 
company building at Charleston, W. 
Va., and two splendid sets of panels 


by Alden Twachtman, one of which 
was installed last fall in the Washing- 
ton hotel, Washington. 

It was in 1772, when Washington 
was forty, that he sat for his first 
authentic portrait. The painter was 
the same Peale who later was to give 
him pig eyes. This first sitting made 
Washington very solemn and sleepy. 
He humorously described his sensa- 
tion in a letter: ‘Inclination having 
vielded to importunity, | am now, con- 
trary to all expectations, under the 
hands of Mr. Peale; but in so grave, 
so sullen a mood, and now and then 
under the influence of Morpheus 
when some critical strokes are mak- 
ing, that | fancy the skill of this gen- 
tleman’s pencil will be put to it in 
describing to the world what manner 
of man | am.” 

Here we have Washington’s own 
word for it that his first authentic 
presentment can be little more than a 
tour de force. Also, the painter was 
but a young man at the time, and had 
not long been practicing art, having 
previously been employed at saddlery, 
coach-making, saddle-making and 
watch-tinkering. But this jack-of-all- 
trades was well liked by Washington 
and was to paint fourteen portraits of 
him from life, each with increasing 
artistry. 

Several of these are full lengths 
which, between them, are doubtless 
the most reliable representations in 
paint of our hero’s figure. Thomas 
Bryan says that Peale spoke of Wash- 
ington as “superbly proportioned’”’; of 
his carriage as ‘majestic’; and that 
Peale believed if correct measure-

picturesque native element. We 
who know her well, however, know 
that between these two, a sort of sec- 
ond stratum, lies a huge and hetero- 
geneous colony drawn from -all the 
races of Europe. 

Thev are Austrians, French, Ital- 
ians, Maltese, Greeks from __ the 
islands, natives of Gibraltar—indus- 
trious. pushing, prospering, rearing 
big families, intermarrying until all 
trace ot original ancestry is hopeless- 
ly confused, speaking a dozen lan- 
guages fluently and none correctly; a 
laughing wholesome polyglot crew: 
children of the sun who, as yet, have 
not lost their inheritance of strong 
vitality. 

For some obscure reason this reck- 
less mixing of bloods produces some 
of the prettiest women in the world; 
and in the case of Graciosa Reynolds 
this rule carried beyond all precedent 
—<almost indeed beyond credulity. 
looking at Graciosa you felt that no 
one could be as lovely as she appear- 
ed. ‘It simply isn’t done,” was the 
confused thought that rose in the 
minds of the Englishmen who encoun- 
tered her occasionally in the streets, 
while the French, a simpler race, 
smacked longing lips and dubbed her, 
in their succinct tongue, a sugar plum. 

Graciosa’s father was, or claimed 
to be, an Englishman. His origins 
were obscure. He had been placed as 
a young child at one of the schools of 
the French Brothers, instructions be- 
ing given that he was to take the 
name of Reynolds anW claim English 
nationality. His schooling fees until 
he should be sixteen were paid in a 
lump sum to the superior; after that, 
apparently, he was to shift for him- 
Self. 

The kindly brothers, who, in their 
cloisters, know more of the outside 
world than the world outside knows 
of itself, accepted the forlorn little 
creature with equanimity. He was not 
the first to come to them thus am- 
biguously, and assuredly would not 
be the last. 

He did exceedingly well during his 
vears with them and later when he 
began his fight with the world at 
large. He entered one of the minor 
government departments and _ rose 
quickly. He was a likable chap with 
an air of unmistakable breeding and 
might, it was said, have commanded 
in time a social position equal to his 
official one had he not, at twenty- 
five, wrecked all chance of that by 
what was termed among the English 
residents a disastrous marriage.

ments could have been taken they 
would have shown that Washington 
had ‘‘the correct Greek tapering from 
shoulders to the hips, like the Apollo 
Belvedere.” 

Washington was uncommonly tall 
—a loose-jointed American, with a 
tall, spare frame. When he was thirty 
he wrote his tailor, who had previ- 
ously fitted him badly, the following 
description of his figure: ‘I would 
have you take the measure of a gen- 
tleman six feet high and proportion- 
ably made—if anything rather slender 
than thick for a person of that height, 
wtih pretty long arms and thighs. You 
will take care to make the breeches 
longer than those you sent me last.”’ 

He was taller than he says. At his 
death he measured 6 feet 33 inches. 

Trustworthy <vecords, both of his 
face and of his figure, fortunately ex- 
ist. One of these is the full length 
marble statue which stands in monu- 
mental solitude in the capitol at Rich- 
mond, Va. The other is a life mask, 
now in the J. P. Morgan collection. 
Both of these works are by Houdon 
the renowned French sculptor, whom 
Benjamin Franklin brought to Amer- 
ica especially to model Washington. 
Houdon made careful and = minute 
measurements before beginning his 
labors and the statue is, therefore, 
anatomically. correct. It shows that 
Washington had grace, although his 
figure was somewhat ungainly. His 
chest was rather narrow for a man of 
his build; his trunk heavy; his hips as 
slender as a boy’s, and his legs thin. 


The life mask owned by J. P. Mor- 
gan is the most important record of 
Washington’s face in existence. It 
was made four years before his in- 
auguration. To be sure, there is no 
art here; only nature. And the ex- 
pression necessarily lacks animation, 
because the cast was taken directly 
from the face and the lineaments 
which molded the wet plaster were of 
course relaxed. The brow, the cheeks, 
the mouth, the chin, all are tranquil, 
peaceful, as if in sleep. 

Gazing at this mask, one is pro- 
foundly impressed. One forgets even 
Washington, one is so dumbstruck by 
nobility. The features are much larg- 
er than one had supposed. Though 
the face is lean, it is large, Titan- 
esque, as large as the face of so tall 
a man should be. Tranquil as the 
hneaments are, they reflect the beauty 
of intelligence. They have sweep, 
grandeur, might! And there is upon 
them that note, that quality, which is 
essentially American. Houdon may 
have tampered with the shape of the 
eyes. He opened them when he 
should have left them shut, and, in so 
doing, may have had to change the 
proportions to gain harmony. 

Unfortunately, no cast was ever 
taken of Washington’s hands, those 
features which are often said to reveal 
more secrets of character~than the 
face. 

Washington was much troubled 
with his teeth. The pain began be- 
fore he was forty, and for twenty 
years he was in the hands of dentists. 
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Finally, in the year he became presi- 
dent he had them all taken out and 
wore false ones. 

All this trouble changed his ap- 
pearance a great deal. The false set 
was made from two solid blocks of 
ivory, hand-carved to fit the mouth. 
They fitted him very poorly. They 
had to be held in place by metal 
springs, so strong that he had to 
keep his lips pressed close together 
lest his mouth fly open. 

Of course, the muscles of his jaws 
were affected. From such constant 
use they grew large and heavy and at 
last gave him that firm, stern, massive 
look by which he is known to us. 

Did Washington have pig eves? 

At the museum of the New York 
Historical society is the realistic por- 
trait painted by Charles Willson Peale 
that morning when Washington sat 
for three artists. The eves are small 
heavy-lidded and almost as expres- 
sionless as a pig’s. In front of this 
pictures the eyes were once discussed 
by two authorities, Benson Lossing, 
the historian, and Thomas Bryan, 
who donated it to the society. 

On the left cheek of this face a 
curious indentation is painted. It is 
not a dimple but a scar from an ab- 
scess witn which the president had 
been recently afflicted. Surely the 
artist who was so much a realist as 
to pajnt a transient scar into a por- 
trait of the greatest man alive would 
not deliberately misrepresent the eves 
and make them piglike. However, 
the president’s adopted son, George 
W. Curtis, once declared that his fos- 
ter father’s eyes were ‘‘deep sunken, 
mild and thoughtful.” 

In Stuart’s “Vaughan” portrait the 
eyes are blue and marvelously ex- 
pressive, though Stuart is quoted as 
saying that he painted them blue be- 
cause he could not get gray that 
would be permanent, and that he felt 
himself justified in the substitution be- 


cause he was painting an immortal 
character. Of course the artist who 
justified himself for one substitution 
might give the eves any shape and ex- 
pression he wished them to have and 
feel justified again. Whether or not 
they were pig eyes, which all the 
painters except Peale flattered, that 
guestion will probably remain unan- 
swered. 

But which of all the artists has pic- 
tured him best? In which is the like- 
ness most true? From which does 
the human being emerge most real? 

A living authority in the matter is 
John Hill Morgan. He says: ‘‘Stuart’s 
portraits are those of Washington in 
his old age and are superlative in that 
field: but if the student desires to 
know how Washington appeared to 
his fellow Virginians in the vears be- 
fore the Revolution, if one would 
know how Washington appeared 
when he took command of the Con- 
tinental army under the historic tree 
in Cambridge. how he appeared amid 
the privations of Valley Forge or at 
the final triumph at Yorktown, he 
must seek his likeness in the portraits 
by Charles Peale.”’ 

But Peale himself preferred the 
“magnificent old grandfather’ por- 
trait by his son, Rembrandt Peale. 

W ishington’s adopted son chose 
Stuart for the face. Professor Chan- 
ung, an unexcelled scholar, is the au- 
thority who declares that the resem- 
blance of the ‘‘Athenaeum”’ portrait 
is extremely doubtful. Channing re- 
ferred the matter to the supreme au- 
thority, the late Charles Henry Hart, 
and he chose the ‘“‘Vaughan”’ picture. 
Hart compared the ‘‘Vaughan”’ por- 
trait with the life mask and found tt 
anatomically convincing. 3 

Apparently, then, this picture, the 
“Vaughan” portrait by Gilbert Stuart, 
will become, when at last it reaches a 
public niche, the shrine to which the 
nation will make pilgrimage.

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Things New and Old About the Bible

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The Crusade for Peace. 
PERVERTED orthodoxy values 
traditions more than truths and 
precedents more than principles. 

It makes a fetish 
of the sayings of 
the greatest leaders 
of the past, when- 
ever these sayings 
can be twisted into 
a policy of reaction- 
aryism, Against the 
League of Nations 
and world court, 
the warning of 
Washington against 
“Entangling  Alli- 
ances” is regarded 
as a Sufficient argu- 
ment. 

In the first place 


Washington had no prophetic fore- ° 


cast that enabled him to apply the 
words to the necessities of the present 
world situation. In the second place 
if he had so intended, we would not 
be required to believe in his infalli- 
bility—why not quote the words of 
Washington: “My first wish is to 
See this plague of mankind war. ban- 
ished from the earth.” 

The stubborn opposition to a 
League of Nations has drawn its 
Strength not only from an appeal to 
past precedent, but also from the sor- 
did politics of the present. 

When it was made a Political is- 
Sue prominent republicans who had 
been favorably disposed towards the 
league were coerced into line against 
it. ; 

The League of Nations has already 
proved itself necessary to the world’s 
progress and peace, with a member- 
ship consisting of almost all the na- 
tions of the earth, including even 
eighteen South American nationali- 
ties, while the United States pursues 
a policy of proud and selfish isolation. 
A few years ago our country was the 
most loved nation of the world and 
now it is the most despised. 

In 1924 Mr. Coolidge in a public 
speech recounted the charities of the 
United States, and said in effect that 
this was our best way of serving the 
world, and he took occasion to throw 
out a word of warning against dan- 
gerous alliances, referring to the 
league as a dead issue. One can but 
wish that in place of this declaration, 
Mr. Coolidge had retained his prov- 
erbial silence. Politicians have urged 
in opposition to the League of Na- 
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tions that it imperiled our Monroe 
doctrine, whereas the main difficulty 
with our politicians is that they do not 
so much as know what the Monroe 
doctrine means. 

President Monroe, on December 
21, 1823, uttered his declaration of 
policy in the following words: ‘‘We 
owe it, therefore, to candor and to 
the amicable -relations existing be- 
tween the United States and those 
(European) powers to declare that 
we should consider an’ attempt on 
their part to extend their system to 
any portion of this hemisphere as dan- 
gerous to our peace and safety. With 
the -existing colonies and dependen- 
cies of any European power we have 
not interfered and shal! not interfere. 
3ut with the governments who have 
declared their indenendence and 
maintained it, and whose independ- 
ence we have, on great consideration 
and on just principles. wknowledged, 
we could not view anv interposition 
for the purpose of ovpressing them, 
or controlling in anv other manner 
their destiny, bv any nein power 
in any other light than < the: mani- 
festation of an unfriend!, disposition 
toward the United States.”’ 

By a strange sophistry we have 
come to construe the original objec- 
tion against European vowers med- 
dling with the free stites of South 
America into the right of our country 
to meddle with the internal affairs of 
these nations. 

The United States is endangering 
the peace of the world by her undue 
activity in the affairs of the South 
American nations and by her unrea- 
sonable aloofness from ‘'2 other na- 
tions of the world. 

Desperate efforts have been made 
to find a substitute for a League of 
Nations. There is.the proposed plans 
of the outlawry of war. A noted Eng- 
lishman, F. W. Norwood, who made 
a world tour in behalf of world peace 
gives a sympathetic appreciation of 
Senator Borah’s proposal to outlaw 
war, and at the same time lays bare 
its defect. 

“So far.as I may speak tor others, 
as | certainly speak for myself, the 
outlawry of war is the only rational 
objective. But the question is, which 
comes first, ‘the judicial substitute for 
war,’ or ‘war outlawed.’ When pri- 
vate killing was the custom in Texas 
or Arizona, which came first, a 
solemn pronouncement that the killer 
was an outlaw or the establishment of 
strong and authoritative law? The 
importance of judicial machinery can- 
not be overestimated. Of no avail is 
a desire for peace without the means 
of putting it into effect. Personal dis- 
putes were settled by sword or pistol 
until courts were established to which 
disputants could appeal with a fair 
prospect of securing justice. Interna- 
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tional disputes will be settled by guns 
and gas until some world court is 
evolved to which, even under circum- 
stances which seem to involve nation- 
al ‘honor,’ nations will be willing to 
Submit their case, in the conviction 
that their most vital interests will be 
fully safeguarded.” 

Chief Justice Taft, when president, 
Said: “I have noticed exceptions in 
our arbitration treaties as to submit- 
ting the question of national honor to 
courts of arbitration. Personally I do 
not see any more reason why mat- 
ters of national honor should not be 
referred to courts of arbitration, than 
matters of property or national pro- 
prietorship. I do not see why ques- 
tions of honor may not be submitted 
to a tribunal of men of honor, who 
understand questions of national hon- 
or, to abide by their decision, as well 
as any other questions of difference 
arising between nations.” 

There is the obligation of the 
United States in the crusade for peace. 

A United States senator whose aspi- 
rations looked toward the presidential 
chair said some months ago in Car- 
negie hall, ‘‘Let the people of this 
country attend strictly to their own 
business and let Europe stew in her 
own juice.” But when Europe stews 
in her own juice’ we will be stewing 
likewise. 

A narrow and Selfish nationalism is 
very far from true Americanism. A 
man is something less than a hundred 
per cent American, and something 
less than a hundred per cent Christian 
and something less than a hundred per 
cent man, but full one hundred per 
cent of blind stupidity, who holds to 
a doctrine of national isolation and 
separation from world problems in 
this day of world solidarity and in- 
evitable international relationship. 

The United States is best prepared 
on account of-wealth and position for 
leadership in strengthening the inter- 
national ties of friendship and good 
will. 

The French ambassador said to Mr. 
George Wickersham, a prominent re- 
publican leader: ‘‘I envy your posi- 
tions You are secure on the north 
and on the south, and on the east and 
west, your only neighbors are fish. 

Secretary Hughes, who, after study- 
ing what premiers, parliaments, bank- 
ers, and editors are doing and saying, 
declared: ‘So far as we can see into 
the future, the United States is not in 
the slightest danger of aggression. In 
no single power and in no possible 
combination of powers lies any men- 
ace tO our security.” 

Why encourage feverish militarism 
and vast expenditures? Are we afraid 
of an attack from the bankrupt na- 
tions of Europe? Do we fear China 
and Japan, which are far weaker than 
we are?’ 

What if our country should be in- 
vaded by Nicaragua? 

Are we afraid of the mixture of oil 
and holy water in Mexico? The 
answer to our question may be found 
in the fact that we are called upon to 
protect our financiers with over thirty 
billion dollars ins>ste4 ‘n> foreign 
countries. 
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csuct as mili-

tarism. Behind our militarism is com- 
mercialism. The militarists who hold 
that the only solution of national dif- 
ficulties is a resort to the cruelty of 
brute force lend support to the Brah- 
manistic doctrine of soul transmigra- 
tion and is a strong indication that 
some savage ancestors have had a re- 
birth in them. 

The United States can pursue a 
course that will inevitably arouse the 
suspicion and intensify the military 
mania of other nations, which in turn 
will further increase our Own war 
spirit, or from our vantage point of 
power and influence we can take the 
encouraging peace and 
goodwill and set the pace which will 
lead the other nations out of a milt- 
tary debacle.
